them, they can make their Shot in much ſhorter Time than 
the Sleples Fiſhers; but thinks, if they were to take two Shots 
for the Seples Fiſhers one, it would hinder the Sleples Fiſhers 
a little; and that therefore it is not the Practice to do it: That if 


the Pyroad Fiſhers had a mind, upon ſeeing a Warp in the Lead, 


as they lie nearer it, they could row in before the Sleples F iſh- 
ers could poſſibly come at it; but that the Deponent never ſaw 


them do this out of their Turn: That ſometimes, when the Fiſh - 


are ſlack, the Fiſhers of one Side do not mind, nor give them- 
ſelves any Trouble, though the other take a Shot or two out of 


their Turn; but that when the Water is in caſe for both, and 


the Fiſh plenty, both Sides keep regularly to their Turns: That 
the common Method is, for the ſecond Sleples Boat to ſer out 


from the Shot-head, when they begin to lay on. the Net on 


the firſt, -at ſuch Times as they are fiſhing by themſelves, and 
Not fiſhing on the other Side ; but that when the Boats are 


fiſhing on both Sides, the firſt Pyroad Boat generally ſets out 
at or before the Sleples Boat has hauled her Net; and that the 
ſ econd Sleples Boat ſets out from the Shor-head about the

Time the Pyroad Boat begins to luck or take in the Head-rope, 
and has generally compaſſed her Shot before the Pyroad Net 
is fully hauled: That when the Water is very clear and low, 
they believe it is for the Advantage of all Parties to take a 


little Breathing betwixt each Shot; but that for ordinary, the 


Deponent does not think the Slepler Boat ſuffers any Damage 


by coming immediately on the Back of the Pyroad-Boat, be- 
cauſe they very often take a great Number of Fiſhes when the 


Pyroad Boat takes none; and this, the Deponent believes, may 


be owing to the Situation of the Ground where the Water 


runs, by which it may happen that a conſiderable Number of 
Fiſh may be fketled, or may eſcape out of the Pyroad Net, 
which are afterwards picked up by the Seples Net. And de-
